Harper\s magazifie publisher predicts 
television will kill the printed word 



KANSAS CITY. Mo. I UPI) - The 
publisher ol Harper's magazine believes 
that in the next 30 to 40 years so {nuny 
Americans will rely so heavily on televis- 
ion that reading will become a lost art In-o-- 
post-lltorate society. 

In a lecture' at the Midwest Research 
Institute Thursday.' James A..Alcott said 
sight and ^und arc moving American 
society away from reading and Into no era 
where the printed word Is less and less 
important. 

"By the year 2001. the United States will 
be-weit-onnts-woy to becoming a* post--' 
~lttetBle"B«leiy;'tnir.sa.'d.7rTheTvrliten:^ 
word Is no' longer pre-eminent as a shaper 
of thought. It has been usurped by 
electronics." 

Alcott said television Is the leading 
cause of the national decline In reading 
. skill. He laid even the most successful 
books today gain much of their popularity 



from television or movie tic-ms. citing 
such best-Sellers as "Jaws" and "Roots." / 
"■Reading prclcfcncos are infliienccd 
more and more by television," he told an 
audience of business leaders and re- 
searchers. That Influence reaches out 
even to how magazines look today, he said. 

With Time Incorporated's media con- 
glomerate as an example, Alcott said 
television is responsible for the success of 
Sports Illustrated magazine and Time 
magazine now carries as many pictures as 
LI fe magazine once did. 

He said the highly popular People 
magazine "found a success formula based 
*on the "old Life magazlne-but' without the 
quality of either Life's text or Life's 
photos." 

Alcott- said magazines succeed today 
because they appeol to the eye, rather 
than the mind. 

"The best-selling magazines today are

not meant to be read at all," he said. 
, He reserved his strongest statements 
televiyon. ■ 

"Television started as an educational 
medium," he said. "It Is now perceived as 
an entertainment medium, but It actually 
Is an odvertlslng medium."
